Pugilist is a buddy that you can take with you in Co op mode. He 
fights with his fists, but don't be fooled into thinking he's useless. 

It's not unheard of for a room full of guards to fall before his wrath. 

This cheat would be easy to unlock if it wasn't for the rock hard 
difficulty setting. Only sharp shooters can handle Perfect Agent! 


How to get it 



▲ Wait until guard in intro movie says A Watch any more of the intro and the 
"Huh?" before running left to follow the bot won't be there. Shoot out the glass 
cleaning bot to the secret passage. in front of you and drop down.

• Most frequently asked questions • Everything you need to know 


E ver since our Space World report last issue, 
the NOM phones and e-mail have been red 
hot with Gamecube questions. 

We've taken the most frequently asked 
questions, and put them together for you. By the 
time you've read this, you'll know everything that 
we do about Gamecube! 


What size is Gamecube? From the photos, it 
looks a little on the bulky side to me... 

Gamecube is a lot smaller than you'd think.Take 
a look at this picture which compares the size of 
the Gamecube to an N64. It's one of the most 
compact consoles around. Ain't it cute! 


I've seen lots of different Gamecube colours. 
What colour is it going to be...? 

Gamecube will be available in five colours, 
namely Blue, Pink, Black, Gold and Silver (although 
these are subject to change). So you can match up, 
the controllers will be available in these colours, too. 


Will the Nintendo Gamecube 
have a modem? 

A 56k modem and a 
Broadband modem have been 
revealed.The 56k modem will 
be available at launch, but it's 
likely that it'll be sold separately 
(although this could change). 

The Broadband modem will be 
released later.The Broadband 
modem allows faster connections to 
the Internet for on-line gaming, but you 
need to have a special Broadband connection 
to get the full benefit from this. 


Will the Gamecube play FMV? 

Yes. Gamecube won't play DVD movies, but it's 
capable of high quality movie scenes. However, 
we're sure that Nintendo won't want to use FMV 
too much, preferring to focus on creating the 
highest quality game graphics instead. 


When will it be released in this country? 

Nintendo has timetabled Gamecube for release 
in Japan in July 2001, and it should be out in 
America by October 2001. With any luck, we could 
see it in UK shops by next Christmas. 


How much will Gamecube cost? 

No price has been set yet, but Nintendo want 
the'cube to be cheap. It's been strongly rumoured 
that the Gamecube could sell for as little as £150 in 
the UK, with games costing around £20 each. 


Will Gamecube play N64 cartridges? 

No, it'll only play'cube discs.The Gamecube 
is TOTALLY different to the N64, and 
making games compatible with N64 
software would make Gamecube 


much, much more expensive. 


Will Gamecube games be sold on DVD? 

No, the Gamecube uses a totally new kind of 
disc. Nintendo Gamecube Discs are 8cm across, and 
each one holds 1.5 Gigabytes of information.To put 
this into perspective, a Gamecube disc can hold 
190 times more data than Super Mario 64, or twice 
as much as a normal CD. 



Will Gamecube be able to play DVD movies? 

Apparently, two versions of Gamecube are 
planned. Nintendo will release a 'base' unit, which 
will ONLY play games and which will be cheap to 
buy. However, one of Nintendo's partners, 
Panasonic, plans to release another version of the 
Gamecube in Japan which will feature DVD 
playback. We have NO details on whether this will 
happen in the UK or not. 

8M- (Nintendo) 
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Will the games be delayed like they were when 
the Nintendo 64 was first released? 

Hopefully not. When designing Gamecube, 
Nintendo were careful to make it an easy machine 
to develop for. We've spoken to lots of games 
developers about Gamecube, and they all say that 
it'll be dead easy to make high quality games for it. 
Best of all, while it could take three years to 
develop a high quality title for the PlayStation 2 
because it's a difficult machine to make games for, 
it'll only take a fraction of the time to make a 
classic Gamecube adventure! 


When will more details be available? 

Not until next Spring! Nintendo said at Space 
World that they were sick and tired of people 
copying their ideas, so they were going to keep 
Gamecube under wraps for as long as possible.The 
next time you'll be able to see Gamecube will be at 
the American E3 computer show next year. 

What games are coming out on Gamecube? 

Nintendo hasn't revealed a full list of Gamecube 
titles in development. However, judging by the 
demos on display at Space World, these games are 
almost certain to appear...
